GRAVE OFFENCE 

Shock for man as huge pile of mud dumped on wife’s grave 


Gravediggers dumped a huge 
mound of earth on a woman’s grave, 
leaving her bereaved husband 
shocked when he went to visit. 

Stephen Badgery, 66, from Tol- 
worth, went to Merton and Sutton 
Cemetery on Sunday to visit his late 
wife, Hazel, who died last year of 
cancer caused by asbestos. 

He discovered cemetery workers 
had left a huge pile of dirt, created 
by the excavation of another grave 
nearby, on top of his wife’s plot. 

Mr Badgery said: “I feel disgusted. 
Nobody asked me or phoned me up.

“They said apparently that’s their 
policy that they do. That is not the 
issue. The issue is I went down there 
and found this building site. 

“I put the plant of flowers right on 
top of this mound of earth. 

“They should know it was Fathers’ 
Day - it could have been someone 
else’s dad.” 

Mr Badgery’s son Stephen, 25, said 
dumping it was disrespectful. 

He said: “I lost it. That can’t hap¬ 


pen. I went down there and, through 
my shock, I couldn’t believe it. 

“It doesn’t make sense. They have 
got so much space in front of the 
grave. I don’t see why they have to 
put it on someone’s grave.” 

Merton Council, which runs the 
cemetery, said it was common prac¬ 
tice for gravediggers to put soil from 
new graves “immediately adjacent” 
for a short time. 

Councillor Andrew Judge, Merton 
Council’s cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronmental sustainability and regen¬ 
eration, said: “We offer our sincere 


apologies to Mr Badgery and are 
very sorry if we have caused any 
distress to him and his family. 

“It is important to us that the 
graves in our cemeteries are treated 
respectfully and with due care.” 

Mr Badgery, who works putting up 
signs for estate agents, added: “It is 
ridiculous that councils do that. 

“They should have a place where 
they can take the earth.” 

Mr Badgery had been divorced 
from his wife, but they remarried as 
she lay in hospital last August. She 
died shortly after the ceremony.

Council leader in 
child porn arrest 


Kingston Council leader 
Derek Osbourne has resigned 
after being arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of possessing indecent 
images of children. 

The long-serving Liberal 
Democrat, a father of two 
teenage girls, was arrested at 
his New Malden home on 
Tuesday morning, last week. 

The Metropolitan Police 
confirmed a 59-year-old man 
had been arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of possessing indecent 
images of children. 

He was bailed until August, 
pending further inquiries. 

Phil Smith, from Tuckers 
Solicitors in London, said: 
“My client has fully co-oper¬ 
ated with the police investi¬ 
gation since he was 
unexpectedly arrested on 
Tuesday morning. 

“He is anxious to assist in 
resolving this matter.” 

He was suspended by his 
party at an emergency meet¬ 
ing that evening. 

The following day, at 9am, 
he called the Liberal Demo¬ 
crat group’s office, and left a 
voice message resigning from 
the leadership, the party and 
as a councillor. 

On the evening of June 12, 
acting council leader Liz 
Green issued a statement 
that said: “We are deeply 
shocked by these allegations, 
but I am unable to comment

further as we must now allow 
the police the time and space 
they need to investigate the 
allegations thoroughly and 
without prejudice.” 

His home address was swift¬ 
ly removed from the council’s 
website, and replaced with 
the Liberal Democrat group 
office address at Guildhall. 

The resignation of 59-year- 
old Mr Osbourne sent shock- 
waves around the borough’s 
politicians. 

Edward Davey, Liberal 
Democrat MP for Kingston 
and Surbiton, said: “I am 
shocked and appalled by this 
news. It is right the group im¬ 
mediately suspended him 
and that he has now resigned. 

“Now the police investiga¬ 
tion must be completed and 
the council needs to choose a 
fresh leadership.” 

Zac Goldsmith, Conserva¬ 
tive MP for Richmond Park, 
said: “This is really pro¬ 
foundly shocking news. 

“The police will have to be 
given space to investigate this 
thoroughly, and it is right of 
course that a new leader is 
being sought.” 

Kingston’s Labour group 
said Mr Osbourne’s depar¬ 
ture could leave a vacuum, 
undermining the council’s 


attempts to restore its child 
safeguarding reputation. 

He has been the public face 
of the authority’s efforts to 
turn around its image follow¬ 
ing 2012’s Ofsted report, 
which labelled children’s ser¬ 
vices inadequate. 

He has faced several calls to 
resign in the wake of that, 
and subsequent revelations, 
but had always maintained 
he would oversee the 
improvements. 

Kingston Conservative 
leader Councillor Howard 
Jones said: “This has come as 
a tremendous shock after the 
recent scandal surrounding 
the children’s safeguarding 
issue. 

“A person who has been en¬ 
trusted for years by the peo¬ 
ple of Kingston, and the 
party he led, with the most 
important community lead¬ 
ership role has had to quite 
rightly step down while this 
serious and very nasty alle¬ 
gation is investigated.” 

A Kingston Council 
spokesman said: “Everyone 
connected with Kingston 
Council is shocked by this 
news and we will of course 
assist and support the police 
investigation in any way that 
we can.”

Arrested on 
suspicion of 
possessing 
indecent images 
of children:

Politician active for more than quarter of a century in borough 


Derek Osbourne has been a 
mainstay of politics in 
Kingston for more than 25 
years, fighting Tory attempts 
to win the council as well as 
seeing off Labour. 

First elected to the council 
in 1986 as a councillor for the 
Liberal Alliance Focus Team 


in the now defunct Burling¬ 
ton ward, he moved swiftly 
up the political ranks. 

In 1994, following his third 
election win in a row, he was 
made deputy leader of the 
council, before being ap¬ 
pointed leader in 1997. 

The Liberal Democrats lost 


control of the council in 1998, 
marking a four-year period in 
opposition before Mr Os¬ 
bourne returned to leader¬ 
ship following victory in 2002. 

In the 2010 election, he beat 
his nearest Conservative 
rival in the Beverley ward by 
400 votes. 


He has been a combative 
and occasionally controver¬ 
sial leader, who before his 
resignation last week, sat on 
11 different committees. 

As the chairman of the 
South London Waste Part¬ 
nership Joint Committee, he 
was instrumental in getting 


an incinerator passed on a 
site in Sutton last month. 

He was also a member 
of the Achieving for Children 
committee, which is current¬ 
ly overseeing the merger 
between Kingston and 
Richmond children’s ser¬ 
vices departments.

A new leader of Kingston Council 
is expected to be announced in 
the next two weeks. 

Acting council leader Council¬ 
lor Liz Green, who was only re¬ 
cently appointed new lead 
member for children and young 
people, said a decision on a per¬ 
manent replacement for Derek 
Osbourne would be made “swift¬ 
ly, but not hastily”. 

She also said the new leader 
would not also hold the children 
and young people portfolio at the 
same time. 

Coun Green said: “We are work¬ 
ing on a timetable as quickly as 
we can. But we also have to follow 
our own processes to ensure any 


appointment we make is sustain¬ 
able. 

“The leader should not be the 
same person as the lead member 
for children and young people. 

“They both hold statutory re¬ 
sponsibilities and it has been set 
up that way for a good reason.” 

A by-election has been called 
for the Beverley ward on July 25 
to decide who New Malden voters 
want to replace Derek Osbourne. 

The ward is currently con¬ 
trolled by the Liberal Democrat 
party with all three councillors.

Rameses gets revenge 
on stranded punters 


Chessington World of Adventures 
staff “spent two hours” trying to 
free 40 people stuck on a ride be¬ 
fore finally giving up and calling 
the fire brigade. 

Dozens of people, including chil¬ 
dren, were trapped for hours on 
the Rameses Revenge ride on Sun¬ 
day evening. They had to be cut out 
by firefighters. 

The emergency services were 
called by people stuck on the ride, 
according to one man leaving the 
park with his family late on 
Sunday. 

He said he had been stuck for 
more than three hours. 

A spokeswoman for London Fire 
Brigade said crews were called at 
5.20pm - but that the ride had 
failed two hours before and 
Chessington staff had tried to fix it 
themselves. 

It took a further two hours for all 
39 people to be rescued. 

London Fire Brigade station 
manager Justin Coo said: “Fire¬ 
fighters assisted the trapped 
people down from the ride, 
which was about 12ft above a 
walkway. 

“We cut people out of their re¬ 
straints, before walking them 
down the ride and helping them 
down a ladder to ground level.”

Paramedics treated five people - 
a 29-year-old man, a 13-year-old- 
girl, one girl aged nine, and a boy 
and a girl, both 10. 

The amusement park said that 
trapped visitors had been offered 
refunds on their tickets. 

A one-day adult “adventurer” 
ticket costs £43.20, while a one-day 
child’s ticket costs £33.60. 

In a statement following the 
incident it said: “Experienced re¬ 
sort staff were on site immediately 
to assist with guest care. 

“Engineers worked with the 
emergency services implementing 
well-rehearsed procedures to en¬ 
sure their comfort and safe re¬ 
moval from the ride.” 

When another ride broke down 
in August 2011, Chessington World 
of Adventures released a very sim¬ 
ilar statement, which said 
experienced staff were on hand 
quickly to carry out “well-re¬ 
hearsed procedures”. 

A man trapped on the Safari Sky 
Way that year with his daughter 
said passengers had no confidence 
in Chessington staff’s ability to 
deal with the breakdown.

A man has appeared in court ac¬ 
cused of murdering an electrical 
engineer on a Kingston estate. 

Andrew Nichols, 44, of Fordham, 
Excelsior Close, on the Cambridge 
Road estate in Kingston, appeared at 
the Old Bailey on Friday, charged 
with the murder of 28-year-old Colin 
Bolton. 

Mr Bolton, from Sheephouse Way, 
Old Malden, died on Monday, June 
10, after being stabbed inside a flat in 
Thursley House, on the Kingsnymp-

ton estate in Kingston Hill. 

Mr Nichols wore a grey sweat¬ 
shirt and only spoke to confirm 
his name, saying “Yeah” when 
Judge Christopher Moss ad¬ 
dressed him. 

Bail was not applied for, and Mr 
Nichols was remanded in custody 
to appear for a plea hearing on 
Wednesday, August 28. 

The former girlfriend of Mr 
Bolton has described him as “a big 
kid”, who would “do anything for 
anyone”. 

Mr Bolton, an electrical engi¬ 
neer, worked for UK Safety Man¬ 
agement, according to his 
Facebook profile. 

He had just changed the relation¬ 
ship status of his profile to “in a 
relationship” the night before he 
died. 

His ex-girlfriend Samantha 
Elaissaoui - who was with Mr 
Bolton for three years until they 
split up in 2012 - paid a tearful 
tribute. 

Speaking to the Kingston 
Guardian at her home in Ham, 
Mrs Elaissaoui said: “He made me 
laugh so much. He was such a 
happy person and so gentle and so 
kind. 

“He was such a big kid. He was 
so happy and would go out of his 
way to do anything for anyone. I 
will never forget him.” 

Elvin Baker, 29, went to Claren¬ 
don School in Hampton with Mr 
Bolton. 

He said: “I have known him for 
years. He knew a lot of people and 
got on well with everybody. 

“He was really bubbly and was 
always cracking a joke. 

“He was very happy-go-lucky 
and never really had a care in the 
world.”

Frustration over failure to 
fill borough’s top cop role 


The Metropolitan Police’s ad¬ 
ministration of Kingston has 
been described as “shambolic”. 

Councillor Derek Osbourne 
spoke, days before his arrest 
and resignation, after 
Kingston’s borough comman¬ 
der Detective Superintendent 
Ian Smith retired on June 7, 
after just five months. 

Seven days later a new com¬ 
mander had not yet been ap¬ 
pointed. The appointment will 
be the third in less than a year. 

Coun Osbourne said: “The 
Metropolitan Police Commis¬ 
sioner promised that every 
borough would have appoint¬ 
ments that lasted two years. 
We have had three

appointments within the space 
of six months. 

“It has completely broken the 
assurances that we were given. 
That is very frustrating. First 
we did not need to have the top 
rank as borough commander 
and then the person they ap¬ 
point is within a couple of 
months to retirement. 

“It’s simply extraordinarily 
shambolic.” 

John Azah, director of 
Kingston Race and Equalities 
Council, said: “I am getting a 
bit worried. We don’t want to 
become a second class service 


within the wider Metropolitan 
Police. We are not high on their 
agenda.” 

D Supt Smith took over in 
January from Detective Chief 
Superintendent Martin Green- 
slade, who had been in the role 
since July 2009. 

D Supt Greenslade had said 
there were no plans for 
Kingston to lose its borough 
commander role despite pro¬ 
posals by the Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice to merge parts of the 
Richmond and Kingston forces 
in a bid to cut its budget by 
2015. 

No one from the Metropoli¬ 
tan Police had commented as 
we went to press. 


□ Kingston’s current stand-in 
boss, deputy commander of

Earlier this year Tiffin School for 
Girls began a consultation on 


introducing a catchment area for 
the first time, giving priority to ap¬ 
plicants living in south-west Lon¬ 
don and north Surrey, stretching 
between Ealing, Epsom, Walton 
and Mitcham. 

But Miss Clarke said: “What we 
want to do is be able to serve an 
area that does not have the general 
grammar provision. 

“We should not really be having 
people who are in areas who al¬ 
ready have grammar school provi¬ 
sion. We are not saying we want 
more space for people from 30 
miles away.” 

She said that if the idea of a 
catchment area was put forward 
by parents there would be a fur¬ 
ther consultation. 

Last year 1,685 students 
sat the 11-plus test for a place at the 
school despite there only being 140 
places up for grabs.

Gun-toting youth part 
of crack-dealing gang 





The circumstances that led to a 
Kingston teenager holding a 
handgun to an officer’s head and 
then firing at police can now be 
revealed. 

Brian Mudziwepasi, 20, origi¬ 
nally of Charter Road, Kingston, 
pleaded guilty last November of 
having a gun and intending to en¬ 
danger life, and possession of a 
prohibited weapon. 

The background to the shooting 
can now be revealed. He was asso¬ 
ciated with a gang dealing heroin 
and crack cocaine out of the 
Phipps Bridge estate in Mitcham. 

Darren McLarty, 21, of Wessex 
Close, Norbiton, will be sentenced 
later this month after he was 
found guilty at Kingston Crown 
Court this week of being part of a 
gang of 16 from Mitcham, Sutton 
and Morden and conspiring to 
sell drugs.

Mudziwepasi was jailed for 11 
years last November for firing a 
handgun at police outside the 
drug den in Mitcham.

Hill, of the Metropolitan Police’s 
London crime squad, said: “This 
has been an intensive and 
protracted investigation and I 
would like to thank everyone 
involved. 

“The sentences imposed reflect 
the seriousness of the criminality 
involved and should act as a 
deterrent to others.” 

McLarty will be sentenced at 
Kingston Crown Court on June 
27.

Spring surge in sales 

Surveyors report three year high in homes sold 


The number of homes sold in 
the UK during the past three 
months reached its highest 
level since January 2010 as 
buyers across the country 
began to return to the mar¬ 
ket, says a new survey. 

This month’s report from 
the RICS says chartered sur¬ 
veyors in the UK sold on av¬ 
erage 17.9 properties during 
the three months to May. 

Peter Bolton King, RICS 
global residential director, 
said: “While low compared to 
the market peak of six years 
ago, it still represents the 
highest reading since Jan¬ 
uary 2010. Sales are expected 
to continue their rise over 



the next three months with a 
net balance of 35 per cent 
more respondents predicting 
transaction levels will grow.” 

An upturn in buyers test¬ 
ing the market is a key driver 
in this rise in activity says 
the report. 

Interest from would-be 
buyers has now risen for 
four consecutive months 
and, during May, 30 per cent 
more chartered surveyors 
reported rises rather than 
falls in new buyer enquiries. 

“This represents the high¬ 
est reading since October 
2009 and is a sign that market 
confidence is gradually 
being restored,” added Mr 
Bolton King. Prices up edged 
last month with five per cent 
more chartered surveyors 
reporting increases rather 
than decreases.

With the sales market 
maintaining its slow recov¬ 
ery, chartered surveyors say 
they expect house prices to 
rise over the coming three 
months, with a net balance of 
20 per cent more respondents 
predicting growth. 

In the rental market, ten¬ 
ant demand continued to rise 
during May, although the 
rate of growth has begun to 
slow in the last few months. 

Surveyors predict further 
rises in rents over the com¬ 
ing three months. Mr Bolton 
King added: ’’May was an in¬ 
teresting month for the hous¬ 
ing market. 

More people decided to get 
out there and view property 
and more transactions went 
through than in quite some 
time.
